SRD TIME BEFORE COURT 


The case of the young Negro 
Communist will be before the court 
for the third time. In a previous 
appeal a majority of the court re- 
fused to assume jurisdiction—a po- 
sition vigorously opposed by a mi- 
nority of four. An application for 
rehearing, soon after, was denied. 
Since then, the case has gone 
through the county court in Atlan- 
ta, which, on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, declared the ancient insurrec- 
tion law under which Herndon was 
convicted unconstitutional. The 
Georgia State Supreme Court re- 
versed this decision of the county 
court on appeal by the state. 

The Herndon case is the second 
major appeal brought before the 
United States Supreme Court by 
the Internationa] Labor Defense in 
the last two months. In the case of 
Dirk De Jonge, sentenced to seven 
years imprisoriment in Portland, 
Ore., under the state criminal syn- 
dicalism law, the Supreme Court 


declared the application of the 
statute unconstitutional, and this 
decision has given impetus to a 
campaign for repeal of the law in 
the legislature of that state, now in
